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Introduction to Volume III 


This volume completes the edition of early Holland sewers records begun 
by Miss Mary Kirkus. 

Scope of the Edition. As explained in volume II, the present editor has 
found it necessary to depart from Miss Kirkus’s original plan in order to keep 
the edition within bounds. ‘That volume accordingly contained only a selec- 
tion from the available material for the years 1565 to 1576, a period when the 
verdicts are particularly full. The verdicts from 1577 to 1587 are fortunately 
less daunting in length, so that only one has been omitted entirely from the 
present volume, though others have been abbreviated to a varying extent, 
thus allowing publication of some of the interesting later laws which Miss 
Kirkus had transcribed but had not found space for in the edition. It has also 
proved possible to include a set of dikereeves’ accounts for Leake, besides 
those for Bicker which Miss Kirkus intended to print, and a short passage 
from a later verdict illustrating the work of the surveyor. 

In the Holland sewers records at the Lincolnshire Archives Office there 
remain unprinted at least ten further files of verdicts for the concluding years 
of Elizabeth I’s reign, further laws for the same period, and a few additional 
verdicts, fragments of verdicts and other items for earlier years. It has seemed 
unnecessary to include details of these: the unprinted verdicts can be identi- 
fied in the table on pp. xxxix—xlix of volume I by a reference in the last 
column in the form “Lincoln 474,XV,1” (verdicts comprised in this edition 
have by contrast a simple number in the table without the “‘Lincoln”’ prefix). 
But attention should be drawn to one item not mentioned by Miss Kirkus, 
a copy of which is in these records. This is the Welland Navigation Act of 
1571, a Private Act not printed in the Statutes of the Realm and which must 
therefore be consulted in the original?: while primarily concerned with 
Stamford, it has some relevance to problems further downstream. 

No copy has been found in these records of the proceedings of one impor- 
tant session of sewers which, although held outside the county, was con- 
cerned to a great extent with south Lincolnshire. A volume now in the 
Norfolk Record Office® contains the ‘‘statutes laws ordinances (etc.)” 
made at this session which was held at Wisbech on 24 May 1589: a letter 
to John Jackson printed here (767) alludes to preparations for it. Not the 
least interesting feature of this session is that it was held jointly for the 
Parts of Kesteven and Holland in Lincolnshire, the Soke of Peterborough in 
Northamptonshire, and the hundreds of Wisbech and Witchford in the Isle 
of Ely, and it was attended by Commissioners from all the counties con- 
cerned. On this occasion the problems of drainage in the district were 
tackled, not by each county in isolation (though, as at Sutton and Tydd in

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1595 (745d), there must always have been more liaison between adjacent 
counties than the formal record might suggest), but more in accordance with 
the modern concept of the “‘catchment area’’. 'The fact that Jackson was 
Clerk of Sewers for all three counties simultaneously (769) must have made 
this easier, but we should not underrate the importance of the keen personal 
interest taken by Lord Burghley in finding a solution to the problems. 

Among the orders issued by the Commissioners at Wisbech in 1589 were 
directions for scouring the Welland from Deeping Stone Bridge to the sea, 
mentioned as “‘the law made at Wisbech for the diking of Welland” ina letter 
to Jackson shortly afterwards (769). There were similar directions for the 
South Ea, which took some of the South Holland water via Cloughs Cross 
and Guyhirne to the Nene outfall at Wisbech. As, however, that outfall was 
inadequate—Sutton and Crowland are named in this context among places 
which in consequence were greatly “annoyed and drowned” by water—the 
Commissioners at Wisbech considered two alternative courses for the South 
Ea water: (i) from Cloughs Cross to the sea by the Shire Drain, (ii) a new cut 
from Murrow via Newton to the Four Gotes, mentioned in the above letter 
(769). There was special concern about the drainage of those parts of Whap- 
lode, Holbeach and Fleet lying south of Ravensdike. In 1588, following the 
issue of conflicting instructions about this from two sets of Commissioners 
(745a, 745b), Sir Edward Montague and others were appointed to arbitrate 
between the parties (763-4). But as the Wisbech record shows, the arbitra- 
tors had been forced to conclude that neither the ancient drains from south 
to north, nora proposed new cut running ‘‘by west and east” from Whaplode 
to the Shire Drain (763), would meet the case. What was needed for these 
low grounds was a “‘way or drain” solely for the purpose, with its own outfall 
into the sea. Four Commissioners were therefore nominated at Wisbech to 
“track forth’ a suitable course for this, with the help of the surveyors 
Humphrey Bradley and John Hexham, and they were to meet for the pur- 
pose before 1 August 1589. A letter from one of them to Jackson (772) shows 
that they had already met by 28 July and were to meet again shortly. 

This project came to nothing; and since a full account of it, in the context 
of Hexham’s map (now at Hatfield House) of the area between Peterborough 
and Wisbech, has recently appeared,! further discussion here is needless. 
But enough has been said to show that an edition of the surviving records of 
the Holland Courts of Sewers cannot, by itself, tell the whole story of the 
courts’ activities. Other sources exist, and they need to be consulted. ‘The 
purpose of an edition such as this must be to exhibit and explain the types 
of record created by the courts and thereby, as Miss Kirkus put it, to “throw 
light on the Courts of Sewers and more generally on local administration in 
the later sixteenth century’. 


The Commissioners. The law required a quorum of six Commissioners, but 
no evidence of the adjournment of a court in Lincolnshire for lack of a 
quorum was found by Miss Kirkus. Nevertheless the number of Commis- 
sioners recorded as sitting at one time was in 1579 only two (706)—“‘legally

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an impossible number’’, as she points out—and on three occasions only five. 
Miss Kirkus accepted this evidence at its face value, but the present editor 
finds it hard to credit that the law was defied so flagrantly, aided and abetted 
as this must have been by the Clerk. It seems at least as likely that the records 
_themselves are defective, the apparent lack of a quorum on these occasions 
being due solely to a failure to insert the complete list of Commissioners 
attending, or to add in its place the usual formula ‘“‘and others” to the few 
names given. The likelihood of such clerical error is suggested by the fact 
that on more than one occasion a space has been provided in the verdict for 
the Commissioners’ names but has been left blank (112, 245, 660). 


The Surveyor. In her introduction (volume I, p. xxxv) Miss Kirkus 
described the surveyor as ‘‘a somewhat colourless official” compared with 
the dikereeve, and found little to say about him. Admittedly the surviving 
Holland records are seldom very explicit where the surveyor is concerned, 
but it seemed improbable that an official so often mentioned held a mere 
sinecure; and further investigation has made clear that his role was in fact 
one of some importance. He was not a surveyor in the restricted sense which 
implies land measurement (though he may sometimes have had to engage in 
this), but in the original and literal sense of the Latin supervisor from which 
the word derives, and of which “‘overseer’’ is the exact equivalent in English. 
In the hierarchy of sewers administration in the sixteenth century, the sur- 
veyor stood between the Commissioners, who decided policy, and the dike- 
reeve, whose responsibility was as limited as that of a modern foreman. Upon 
the surveyor fell the burden of seeing that the orders of the sewers courts 
were carried out. When landowners and dikereeves, each in turn, failed in 
their duties, the surveyor had to act. This is laid down explicitly in the 
general laws of August 1576 (534-567); and instances of the laws being 
applied occur in 1587, when the surveyors at both Holbeach (715) and 
Weston (722) had to remedy defects which ought to have been dealt with by 
others. The surveyor was also “‘expenditor”’ or paymaster where any large- 
scale work was involved. Thus John Gamlyn, one of the Spalding surveyors 
for a number of years (577, 600, 636), was with others included among the 
“receivers and surveyors and paymasters”’ in charge of diking the Welland 
from Spalding to Cowbit in 1567 (165a). William Stow, a Holbeach surveyor 
in 1583 (674), and Nicholas Maine were in 1588 appointed “‘expenditors and 
overseers’ for the abortive works of drainage in south Elloe (745a). A letter 
of 1589 from Edmund Hall of Greatford (769) sets out how those nominated 
as surveyors in south-east Kesteven were expected to act as “‘surveyors and 
expenditors in this work, to join with yours [in Holland], to see each work 
well and perfectly done and to take a reckoning with your men, how the 
money shall be employed’. This function is more fully documented in 
Lindsey, where not infrequently the surveyor rather than the dikereeve is 
found in immediate charge of the construction of new sea banks and submits 
accounts in the dikereeve’s place. 

The same Edmund Hall in another letter (766) stresses the importance of 
appointing good officers as surveyors and dikereeves who will take pains to 
perform their duty according to their oath, ‘‘or else the laws shall be of none 
effect”, and goes on to speak in detail about the surveyors. He thinks it con- 
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venient for ‘‘one or two special men to be nominated to be surveyors in every 
town, commoners in the fens’’, and suggests some names of “‘meet men” 
locally. The surveyors should “agree amongst themselves, that a couple of 
them at the least, twice in one month to travel into the fens . . . to peruse what 
faults there shall be in either of these parts [i.e. Holland and Kesteven]; and 
thereupon to give warning unto them that ought to amend the same or else 
they (the surveyors) . . . to perform their (the defaulters’) duties’’. Not sur- 
prisingly, a conscientious surveyor sometimes found his duties a burden; 
and one who pleaded for a single salaried surveyor in place of a number of 
unpaid ones obviously spoke from bitter experience of having to “‘travail 
your horse, spend much money and many days, and sustain loss at home by 
neglect of your own business”’ (730a). 

The surveyors, unlike the dikereeves, not infrequently served for four or 
five years on end, or even longer. In Moulton, Edmund Brimston who was 
surveyor in 1576-7 was still serving ten years later; and Ralph Wright at 
Sutton St James in 1598 had been serving since 1587. In Fleet, Anthony 
Egar serves alone in 1576-7, with William Coker in 1578 and 1583; in 1587 
Coker serves with Robert Henryson. In Holbeach, John Key serves alone in 
1576-7, 1577, 1578; in 1583 we find William Stucley and William Stow to- 
gether; but in 1587 John Key is back again alone. Unfortunately the sur- 
veyors are not regularly named in the verdicts, but so far as can be judged it 
seems that, despite the stock phrase ‘‘in default of the dikereeves and sur- 
veyors’’, there was not usually more than one surveyor acting in a parish at 
any one time. Spalding, which regularly had two, must be regarded as excep- 
tional because of its size. Kirton had two on both occasions in the 1580s when 
the surveyors are mentioned by name. Holbeach had two in 1583 but in 
other years only one; at Pinchbeck two are named in 1576-7 but afterwards 
only one; Crowland had two in 1596 but only one a year or two later. Fleet 
had one in 1576-7 but afterwards two: the second, however, may have been 
for the “‘fen end’’ of the parish, as the second surveyor at Gedney in the 
1590s explicitly was. The chapelry of Fosdyke in Algarkirk had its own sur- 
veyor. Sutton cum membris had four, one for each township (St Mary, St 
James, St Edmund and Lutton). 

Miss Kirkus examined the social background of the Holland Commis- 
sioners, and that of the surveyors deserves similar analysis. Little, however, 
is to be learnt from the sewers records themselves. An ability to render 
accounts, which was sometimes beyond the capacity of dikereeves, and the 
need to take greater responsibilities than the latter, make it likely that the 
surveyors were drawn in general from a higher social class. As against this, 
the occasional “‘gentleman” is to be found both among dikereeves and sur- 
veyors, but the term is an imprecise one and by itself tells us little. John 
Jackson, gent., one of the Spalding surveyors in 1596, was also the Clerk of 
Sewers. John Gamlyn, gent., a Spalding surveyor for a number of years, was 
later a Commissioner. William Howson, surveyor at Wigtoft in 1579 and 
1583, is not called gentleman but he was father-in-law of John Lockton, a 
Commissioner who was knighted in 1603 (volume I, p. Ixx). These are 
among the few instances discovered where the surveyors seem to approach 
the social class from which the Commissioners were drawn. On the Lindsey 
coast the link between surveyors and Commissioners was closer, the social 
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gap between surveyors and dikereeves perhaps correspondingly wider. In 
1565 Thomas Massingberd the elder and Thomas Massingberd the younger 
are named as Commissioner and surveyor respectively in the same document. 
Around 1570 Hammond Upton, Thomas Massingberd and ‘Thomas Kyme, 
_ esquires, appear together as Commissioners on one occasion and as surveyors 
on another. No such instances of Commissioners functioning as surveyors 
have been found in Holland. But the Lindsey surveyors, as already men- 
tioned, had often to take charge of the construction of new sea banks or 
major repairs to old ones, on which scores or hundreds of labourers might be 
employed, and this must have called for men of some education and a social 
position enabling them to act with authority in conditions of emergency, 
whereas the Holland surveyors’ duties seem seldom to have extended much 
beyond the supervision of routine maintenance work by owners and 
dikereeves. 


The Dikereeve. Much might be added to what Miss Kirkus wrote about the 
dikereeve, but a thorough discussion would extend well beyond the chrono- 
logical limits of this edition. One point, however, must be emphasized. Out- 
side Lincolnshire the dikereeve is known only in the Marshland district of 
Norfolk and in parts of the Isle of Ely. No exactly comparable official existed 
elsewhere in the country, where the supervision of works of drainage or sea 
defence was commonly undertaken by marsh bailiffs or similar officials. Miss 
Kirkus’s suggestion that the bailiff ‘seems to have been the dikereeve under 
another name” begs the question. In the churchwardens’ accounts of a 
Somerset parish for 1538-9 she found a reference which might, she felt, 
imply that two persons there named were dikereeves. But no such officers in 
fact existed in Somerset before the nineteenth century when they were 
imposed upon it by statute after the discontinuance of the old “standing 
juries’’.1 

Miss Kirkus describes the dikereeve as having “‘a long and somewhat con- 
fusing history”. Long it undoubtedly is. We first know of him from a refer- 
ence to Hubert son of Hulf le dicgreive, living in Long Sutton before the end 
of the twelfth century”; and since, as Miss Kirkus puts it, “‘dikes without 
dikereeves are almost inconceivable’’, he probably had his origin in the 
period of Danish settlement when the first sea banks appear to have been 
built in Lincolnshire. It is also probable that, as she suggests, he was 
“originally a village or parish official’’. Manorial records, it is true, often 
make the dikereeve seem to be a manorial officer, but this ambiguity of status 
may be more apparent than real. As an example of manorial appointment 
Miss Kirkus quotes the Ingoldmells court rolls of 1443, and this court was 
indeed appointing dikereeves in the fourteenth, fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies. But that is not the whole story. On two occasions in the 1350s we find 
five or six dikereeves appointed at one time, even though two, or sometimes 
only one, was the customary number per village. The manor of Ingoldmells, 
however, comprised three villages—Ingoldmells-with-Addlethorpe, Win-

in citing this, claims it as evidence that the dikereeve “‘was a well-attested communal official 
by 1160 at the latest’’. 
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thorpe and Skegness—and the six dikereeves plainly represent not six for the 
whole manor, but the customary two for each village within it. This inference 
is supported by the court roll for 1411, when two “‘keepers of the banks of 
the sea of Skegness” were elected in the Ingoldmells manor court, and the 
steward of the manor ordered them to maintain the banks according to the 
custom of the township of Skegness. The authority of the manor is being 
invoked, but in the interests of the township. Thus, despite the manorial 
veneer, the dikereeve was—and was regarded as—a village officer. The 
sixteenth-century Holland sewers records certainly never suggest that he 
was otherwise regarded. There are occasional instances in Lindsey, and at 
least one in Holland (745a, 758), of dikereeves appointed directly by the 
Commissioners, but there seems always to have been some special reason for 
this, such as the construction of a new bank or outfall or major works of 
drainage, involving duties beyond what could be expected of a parish officer. 
On such occasions the title of dikereeve was appropriated for what was really 
an ad hoc appointment of a different character. 


Method of Transcription. 'The conventions employed in this volume are as 
explained in volume II, p. vii, where the system of Numbering is also 
explained. To what is there said, it should be added that the records which 
form the basis of this edition now bear the title “Spalding Sewers”’ at the 
Lincolnshire Archives Office. Thus anyone wishing to consult the original 
of the item printed on p. 1 of volume II should quote the reference “‘Spalding 
Sewers 473.VIIT”’. 


Acknowledgments. When I undertook to complete this edition after the 
untimely death of Miss Kirkus, I expected the task to be a largely mechanical 
one, that of seeing the remaining volumes into print. In the event it has 
proved necessary to do a great deal more, and the work has taken far longer 
than I foresaw. At the beginning I knew next to nothing about the Courts of 
Sewers in the Parts of Holland beyond what Miss Kirkus had already printed 
in the first volume of the edition; but I have learnt, like her, as I went along. 
Both for reasons of expense and (as explained in the introduction to volume 
II) for the avoidance of repetition, it has proved impossible to print every- 
thing that she had intended. I hope, however, that the final form of the 
edition is not too far removed from what she would have wished to see. I am 
in any case under a lasting obligation to her, as all users of this edition must 
be, for laying in the first volume the foundations on which the two sub- 
sequent volumes have been based. 

While preparing the text for press I have paid innumerable visits to the 
Lincolnshire Archives Office to check Miss Kirkus’s typescript against the 
original documents. I am greatly indebted to the staff of that office for their 
helpfulness at all times, but I owe a special debt to the former Archivist, Mrs 
Joan Varley, for much kindly hospitality over the years on the occasion of 
those visits. Two General Editors, Miss Kathleen Major (for volume II) and 
my wife (for the present volume), have smoothed the editor’s path, and to the 
latter in addition I have a very personal obligation for her encouragement

A re-examination suggests that certain folios, now dispersed 
between two files, originally formed the verdict of a preter allos jury for Elloe, 
foreman Robert Pulvertoft, presented at a session of sewers at Spalding on 
22 July 1568. 'These folios consist of 473.X1.25, 34-53 ; 473. XIII.26-34; and 
probably two or three others not identified. They bear old numbers 2-10 
(473. XI11I.26-34), 11-27, 29-31 (473.X1.34-53), 33 (473.X1.25); the last 
has “‘xxxij folia’’ (stc) written at the foot. 22 July seems to be the correct date, 
even though one folio (473.X1.42) purports to be dated in June: this looks 
like a clerical error. The four references in volume I, p. xli, to meetings at 
Spalding and Moulton in 1568 all relate to this verdict, ““Moulton”’ as the 
place of meeting being erroneous.

(The wapentacke of Kirkton in Hollande in the countie of Lincoln 1577) An 
inquisition taken at Boston the xix" daie of Octobre Anno regni regine do- 
mine nostre Elizabethe Dei gratia etc. xix™° before Richard Balles William 
Hunston esquiers and others the quenes maiesties Commissioners of 
Sewars within the saide wapentacke of all defaultes not done viz. a primo 
Septembris 1576 usque ultimum Septembris 1577 accordinge to a 
generall lawe maide and sett downe by the saide Commissioners in anno 
xviij™° of the quenes maiestie that nowe is by the othes of Edward Elson of 
Sutterton and others which said as followeth 


Wiberton 

(Defaultes in the seabanckes) 'Vhat ij roodes of the seabancke belonginge to 
the landes late the lady Ellerker and nowe Mr Yaxley. 'Towe roodes belong- 
ing to Mr Castle adioyninge to the goote.

(The comman sewarr Respect’) Item likewise that vj roodes within the 
coman sewarre which is to be deiked by acrege of Wiberton afforsaide

dykeryves as surveyours, for that tyme beinge. 

(The fenne banckes Respect’) 'They saie likewise that the bancke called the 
West Border within Holland viij° Fenne from the Horne to a place called 
Goosegoule cont[aining] in lengthe by estimacion 1j myles and a halfe. And 
that the Easte Border within the said viij° Fenne from Daynebouthe unto the 
Shufte Styles cont[aining]| in lengthe by estimacion i1j miles and a halfe, 
weare not maide in suche forme and skantlinge and so exactlye in everye 
respect as the lawe requireth, neverthelesse! better then for many yeares 
past! and in many places more defencible, wherefore the saide jury pray that 
every towneshippe havinge comman within the viij° Fenne may be enioyned 
to make theire severall allottmentes in bankinge sufficient and defencible 
aswell againste the water of Witham as other the West Waters issuinge oute 
of Kesteaven and so to be dischardged of that skantlinge of bankinge as by 
generall lawe they ar at this day enioyned unto, otherwise the yearly makinge 
of the saide banckes and other ordynary chardges within the saide fenne that 
many pore men ar put unto will muche more amounte unto then the benefitte 
of theire comman as by manyfest prouf therof by many this yeare past is 
apparant. And for the defaultes in all and singler the premisses for the tyme 
past aswell all owners as officers by whome the saide premisses shoulde have 
benne perfected commytt them selves unto the favorable consideracion of 
the quenes maiesties Commissioners.

This may be correct for 
585-7, but the rest of the file (588-599) must belong to a much later date. 
The names of the surveyors suggest this as probably around 1598, and we 
may also note the appearance in Cowbit and Spalding of Captain Thomas 
Lovell (598-9), prominent in drainage schemes at the end of the century. |

But 
the following extract seems worth inclusion for the light it sheds on the work 
of the surveyor (cf. the introduction to this volume). It occupies the whole 
of one folio which seems to be part of a verdict for 1595, ina file containing 
portions of several verdicts. | 


Reasons for the appontinge of one man to be surveyor onely & not many. 

First wheras at every sessions almost, new surveyors be appointed, which 
for a great while afterwardes, some knowes not that them selves be made 
surveyors, wherby when a gull is broken and faultes commytted, it is to seeke 
who should amend yt, wherby a myschief is longe contynued before yt be 
reformed wheras if one man were knowne to be a generall surveyor for all, 
then would every man send him worde, so that he should remedy yt with 
expedicion. 

Also yf one man have yt, he would be furnished with horse and boat at 
every time accordinge to the season to be ready to performe his service in 
hast and celeritie, wheras now noe surveyor provydes any thinge, nor hath 
any care at all. 

Also it were a shame for a man to take his neighbours money and not seeke 
and endevour by all meanes possibly to deserve yt, and to winne the love and 
credit of his countrye, for if he be a sluggard, and doe not execute his office 
with an honest care havinge a fee, every bodie would poynt at him in the 
streete to his shame. 

Also when a matter or the faultes in the executione of an office is trans- 
ferred to a multitud, no man particularly takes it to himself or hath the shame 
of yt, but postes it over to his fellowes. But if one man were knowne and 
appointed, to him onely should the shame & discredit redowne, if faultes 
were not amended. 

Also an other reason I will urge unto you / What man amongest you all, 
would be willinge or contented to travayle your horse, spend much money 
and many daies, and susteyne losse at home by neclecte of your owne busines, 
and receave noe pryvate commoditie to your self, to defray theise charges 
(but as it were done to a thankeles multitude, without any prerogative to 
himself above the worst that will doe nothinge), but havinge a fee and your 
money, he is bound to yt in dutie and charged with yt in conscience.

John Colvyll Edward Heron George Carlton Robert Wingefeild Anthony 
Irby Richard Worme James Cleypole Thomas Welby and John Gam- 
blyn esquiers amongest others assigned Commissioners for the Sewers 
within the partes of south Holland in the countye of Lincoln as followeth 
Imprimis in soe muche as the auncyent river of Weyland hath in former 
tymes receaved a free and good discent and passadge to the sea thoroughe 
the towne of Spaldinge and theare meetinge, at the point of the marshe late 
the quenes maiesties, late in the tenure of Arthur Welpols esquire, with the

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_ river of Glenn ys soe decayed, landed, stopped and sylted, as that the same is 
nothinge profitable to draine, eyther the fenns of Deepinge, Langtoft, Uffing- 
ton, Crowland, Spaldinge, and Pinchbecke lyinge betwene the banckes 
comonly called Deepinge Bancke, and in auncyent tyme Aspath, and the 
bancke called Basson Dyke, or any other the groundes of Spaldinge, Pinch- 
becke, Weston, Cubbyt, and Moulton, which have for many yeares past 
beene usually drayned into the said river, but alsoe greatly hyndereth the 
drayninge of the said groundes, and other the fenns and marishes, called 
Alderlandes and Burrow Fenn, otherwise Eye Fenn, and contynew waters 
in the meadowes and comons beyond Waldram Hall, unto the towne of 
Uffington, soe as they are many tymes longer surrounded then els they would 
be, as to the greate losse chardge and hynderauns of the said townes hath 
manifestly appeared. And for that uppon vew and examinacion had by the 
said Commissioners by vertue of her maiesties Commyssyon under the great 
seale of England yt doth appeare, that severall enclosures of the tow severall 
marshes next adioyninge one both sydes of the channell of the said river, 
damminge uppe of great and deepe creekes of the sea in them, which weare 

wont to fall uppon the flow and reflow of the sea into the mayne channell of 
the river, towardes the sea, are one of the princypall, and cheif occacions of 
the decay thereof, for that the sea beinge excluded and streightened, doth 
not come in that measure and force as els yt would have done, and that when 
as springe tydes decay, towardes thend of the springe tydes, the sylt of the 
sea whiche ys lefte behynde, doth not by that meanes for want of sea water, 
which was wont to be afforded out of those creekes, and marshes, now en- 
closed, and dammed, ioyne with the freshe water in the retorne of the sea, 
one other cause alsoe within theis lymittes ys, for that from the Crosse in the 
Eae (about whiche place the lymittes of south Holland begin) unto Cubbytt, 
and soe unto Spaldinge, and soe unto the deepe of the sea, towardes Fosdyke, 
the river of Weyland ys landed, sylted, and overthrowne, and likewise by 
misturninge the said ryver in sonndry partes thereof the freshe water serveth 
not soe aboundauntly to grynde the channell, or outfall to the sea, as hereto- 
fore yt hath done. And whereas also theare hath beene neare to the said 
Crosse in the Eae, a raught dyke, which caryeth dyrectly under the bancke 
of Deepinge, parte of the water of Weyland, untill against Whyte House, 
theare fallinge into the river againe, by meanes whereof, a good parte of the 
water of the river, in any land water, had a shorter passage, by one myle 
almost, into the river towardes Spaldinge, then the course ys thoroughe the 
towne of Crowland, wheare now yt cheiflye runneth, in that the said raught 
dyke hath of late yeares beene soe landed, for not skowringe and clensinge 
of the same, as that the whole water, fallinge towardes Crowland, the greatest 
parte thereof ys caryed under Crowland bridge, by that parte of Weyland 
which falleth into Neene to Guyhurne, and so parte into the river of Wisbich 
and parte by March and Well caryed into the greate river which falleth at 
Salters Load towardes Lynne, To thintent therefore that all theis incon- 
venyencyes may be reformed, and the river of Weyland, (yf it may be) re- 
tayned in hys old course, it is especyally enacted and established, that the 
land holders of those severall marshes wherein the enclosures and dammes 
have bene committed and made, shall at the next cessyons of the Sewers to 
be holden for the said partes of Holland shew suche suffycyent cause after 
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notice gyven why theire said enclosures and dammes should not be layed 
open as by the Commyssyoners than to be assembled or the most of them 
shalbe allowed reasonable and good, or in defalt thereof the said enclosures 
to be layed open and playned, within one moneth after at the chardges of the 
said landholders uppon paine of everye landholder whoe doth not cast out 
twentye poundes. and alsoe that the said river, and raught, from the said 
Crosse in the Eae unto Pegge Bridge, shalbe dydalled, roaded, and man- 
nured, in the most needfull places, accordinge to a verdict thereof found, and 
of late presented, and from Pegge Bridge, unto the point, wheare the said 
river of Weyland, and the river of Glenne doe fall into one channell, the said 
river to be ditched dyrectly without crookes, and gyttes alsoe to be made at 
convenyent and needfull places, and from thence where the said channell ys 
defectyve towardes Fosdyke, shalbe skowred, clensed ditched, and manured, 
as aforesaid, before the feast of All Sceintes next, by such as by former lawes 
are, and ought to doe the same, uppon paine of everye rood then defectyve 
in the said raught dyke three shillinges and foure pence, and in the ryver 
whiche should be dyked sixe shillinges and eight pence, and in suche 
places wheare the ryver ys to be roaded or dydalled three shillinges foure 
pence. 

Item yt is further ordayned, enacted and established, that South Lake in 
the confynes of the said lymittes shall have a shutt and damme against the 
said river, to be made at the chardges of thinhabitauntes of Crowland before 
the feast of All Sceintes next comminge uppon payne of fyve poundes, for 
that the same was lately in theire defalt, dyked deeper and wyder, then the 
same was in former tyme, to the great hurt of the said river of Weyland. 

Item yt is further enacted, established and ordered, that after the openinge 
of the said marshes, order shalbe taken by John Colvyll, George Carlton, 
Edward Heron, Richard Ogle, Anthony Irby, John Walpole, and James 
Cleypole esquiers or three of them, aswell for skowringe, and manureinge, 
the channell of the said river of Weyland wheare yt ys stopped at the outfall, 
as for makeinge of convenyent fynnes uppon the said marshes adioyninge. 

Item for soe much as it doth appeare to the said Commissyoners that the 
low groundes, lyinge aswell of the north as the south syde of Ravensdyke 
within the severall townes of Whaplod Holbech and Fleet, conteyninge in 
quantyty seaven thowsand acres, at the least, are and have beene greately 
surrounded and growen to small valew, albeyt the same have beene as 
deepely chardged, and contrybutory to the draines and sewers, as the best 
groundes, in the said townes, and therefore have beene in former ages, and 
of late tymes endevored to have beene drayned, by crosse draines, to passe 
directly under the severall sewers of the said townes, and soe to be caryed, 
thoroughe Gedney into the towne of Sutton, and soe to the seas, which said 
endeavors and purposes, have bene hytherto cheifly hindered in that yt hath 
beene alleadged, that the said townes might be suffyciently drayned by theyre 
owne proper sewers, and thereof experyens hath beene formerly desyred, as 
by orders before her maiesties Pryvie Counsaile and otherwise yt doth 
appeare, and one other reason hath beene added, that the socke of those 
draynes, and theire fall towardes the seas by Sutton and Gedney in theire 
passadge would preiudice those townes, for that we plainly see uppon dew 
examinacion and vew, that the draynes and goates of Moulton, and Spal- 
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_ dinge, (beinge placed within theis twoe yeares past nearer to the sea then 

heretofore they weare) doe in small measure helpe the said low groundes 
theare, nor that the goates of Fleet and Holbech doe in any sort cary the 
water of those groundes to the sea, and that the goate of Whaplod beinge 
accompted the best of all the goates within those townes doth not take the 
water of the low and drowned groundes, in suche sorte as that they are in 
any measure drayned, althoughe the chardges of theis experiences, within 
the said severall townes have amounted of late yeares to the somme of three 
thousand poundes, or thereaboutes, to whiche the said low groundes have 
contributed, equally with the heigh groundes, without benefyt, yt is there- 
fore especyally ordayned, enacted, and established, by the Commissyoners 
aforesaid, that the low groundes one the south syde of Ravensdike, in Whap- 
lod, Holbech, and Fleet, and likewise the low groundes called Little Por- 
saunte shall and may hereafter have theyre passage, for theire drayninge as 
followeth, that is to say, to begyn towardes Moulton at Asgarsdike of the 
south syde of the same, next to Sydyke, and soe to fall on the south syde and 
on the north syde thereof, (yf need shall requyre) and to passe under the 
~sewer of Whaplod, and soe of eather syde the said bancke under Holbech 
sewer, and from thence to passe into Fleet by a dyke, bancke and gate called 
by some Jekelsdyke in Fleet, of one syde of that bancke, and from thence to 
fall into Gedney Delf at Gedney under Fleet ryver, wheare a shutt is to be 
placed, and from thence neare Lea Yates to goe under the sewer of Gedney, 
and soe to be cutt dyrectly to a clow in Sutton, and thence to be conveyed 
under a certaine crosse way which leadeth from that clow to Willow Dyke, 
and theare to fall in on the south side of Willow Dike [Mem. 2] into the 
Shyre Drayne, at a place called Graynes, and thence in the Shyre Draine, 
and by the Shyre Goat into the sea, wherein severall bridges over the wayes, 
and troughes under the pety draines, and maine draines of Sutton and Ged- 
ney, are to be performed, from tyme to tyme, at the chardges of the said 
landholders of the said low groundes. 

And yt is further ordayned, enacted, and decreed that yf the said crosse 
drayne thorough any of the said townes in which the same shall passe, shalbe 
thought by the vew of sixe Commissioners of Sewers last above named 
whereof three to be of the quorum preiudiciall to the same townes, thorough 
which the waters shall fall, in respect of not suffycyent fall thereof into the 
sea, or in respect of insufficient embanckeinge of the same, against the 
groundes thoroughe which yt shall passe, that then ymmedyately after such 
vew, the same shalbe stopped uppe, untill reformacion be had, of that whiche 
shall seeme to the said Commissyoners to be hurtfull, to the said townes, 
thoroughe which the same should passe. 

And yt ysalsoe enacted established and decreed, that reasonable allowauns 
or recompence shalbe had with every owner of any severall groundes, 
thorough which there shalbe any cutt for the said drayne, and in defalt 
of suche recompens the said owner or owners shalbe recompenced uppon 
complaint in the open cessyons of sewers by vew of the said last named 
sixe Commissyoners of the Sewers, whereof three of them to be of the 
quorum. 

And it is further enacted, and ordered, that the said draines shalbe made 
and perfeyted with ditchinge clowes, and all other chardges, at the chardge 
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of the land holders of the said low groundes, for and towardes the perform- 
auns whereof, such taxes, and aceridges shalbe layd, and levyed, as shalbe 
thought necessary by John Colvyll, George Carlton, Edward Heron, 
Anthony Irby, Robert Wingfeild, Richard Ogle, John Walpole and James 
Cleypole esquires, or three of them, and the same to be levyed by such 
orders, wais meanes, and lawes, as hath beene heretofore or now is, already, 
in use or force, for the levyinge, of lyke chardges, about sewers, and further 
yt is ordayned and enacted, that a vew shalbe taken and had, by the said last 
mencioned Commyssyoners, or three of them of all the said low groundes, 
and thereuppon suche pety draines appointed, and devised therein to draine 
the said low groundes, to the said new dike or sewer, as to them or three of 
them shalbe thought meete, and the said pety draynes to be made at the 
chardges of suche of the land holders adioyninge, as by the said Commis- 
sioners last named or three of them shalbe thought meete, and that the said 
landholders, and owners of the said low groundes shalbe from henceforth 
dischardged of makeinge of any pety draines one the sowth syde of the said 
Ravensdike into the common sewers or ryvers of the said townes, and like- 
wise of all accredge taxes, and chardges for the sewers one the south syde of 
Ravensdike, or towardes any other the sewers or ryvers, or pety draynes of 
the said townes other then the said new mayne sewer and the said pety 
draynes, and other then the bancke of South Eae & Shippe Eae and all 
banckes, whereunto they have beene heretofore chardged. 

Item it is enacted, established, and decreed that all lawes, and orders here- 
tofore made to the contrary of any thinge herein prescribed, shalbe revo- 
cated, frustrated, and of none effect, and that theare shalbe for this present 
worcke appointed, for dykereves, John Joys, Abraham Sommers and Symon 
Browne, and expenditors and overseers thereof to be William Stow and 
Nicholas Maine, and such others in theire defaltes, to be appointed in theire 
places, as by the said last named Commyssioners, or three of them, shalbe 
appointed, which Commissioners or three of them shall have aucthoryty, 
to vew the said goat called the Shyre Goate, and to make such fynnes and 
other worckes for the same, as shalbe thought necessary. 

Provyded alsoe that noe execucion of thys law or ordinauns be had, other 
then vewes and appointmentes to be had as aforesaid, untill the eight day of 
July next ensewinge the date hereof.

the conveyinge of the waters therof from Leaz Yates unto the sea by the 
Shyre Goote which lawes were intituled to be made at the sessions of the 
sewers begun at Spaldinge the xxix" day of May and adiorned to Whaplod 
and ther ended the xxx day of May last past in the xxx" yeare of hir maies- 
ties reigne By and before Anthony Cope John Colvill Edward Hearon 
George Carleton Roberte Wyngfeild Anthony Irby Richard Worme James 
Cleypole and Thomas Welby esquyers which lawes so by them pretended 
to be established and made were after indented in parchment and delivered 
at the next sessions of the sewers at Whaplod aforesaid and ther published

WHERAS Richard Evington of Wikeham within the parrish of Spaldinge 
at a sessions of the sewers holden at Spaldinge the sixtenth daie of Aprill 
last past exhibeted a peticion unto the courte wherin the said Richard Eving-

pipe or trough to be placed in the said seabancke and so to be conveyed in 
some ditch unto Cowhurne Dreane, and under the same to be conveyed in 
the like pipe or trough into the groundes of the said Richard Evington neare 
and about his howse or into any other his groundes belonginge to Wikeham 
lyinge in Spaldinge. His which said peticion beinge redd in open courte, 
was by the Commyssioners ther assembled referred to the vewe and con- 
sideracion of William Davison and others his fellowes of the dikereeves in- 
quest and to John Kaye gentleman & his fellowes of the preter illos inquest 
then sworne to present defectes within the partes aforesaid. Who after vewe 
had and taken by them the said severall jurors did give upp their verdictes 
at Spaldinge this present daie and therin did sett downe that his said peticion — 
was very reasonable and requisite to be graunted, aswell for the benefitt of 
the said Richard Evington as for diverse others who have their groundes 
next adioyninge to his for the takinge in of fresh water into their said 
groundes in the sommer tyme for the releife of themselves and their cattle. 
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The premisses therfore considered by the Commyssioners of Sewers at theis 
presente sessions of the sewers. 

IT IS by them ordred decreed enacted and established that it shall and 
may be lawfull to and for the said Richard Evington to lay a pipe of lead in 
the botham of the said seabancke neare unto Broddy Cote or els to make a 
trough of bricke or of wood one foote square with a rappitt to be placed as 
aforesaid at the head therof : therby at everye springe tyde to take fresh 
water into his groundes out of the said river of Weyland. And that it shalbe 
lawfull for the said Richard Evington to convey the water out of the said river 
to the said pipe of lead or trough of wood or stone so placed in the botham of 
the said seabancke neare unto the said Broddy Cote in a ditch leadinge from 
the said river directly neare to the said Broddy Cote on the south side therof. 
The said ditch to be of the bredth of tenn foote and of such depth as to him 
shall seme good. And so to convey the saide water from the said river 
through the said pipe or trough taken in at the same clowe to be placed in 
the said seabanck to be conveyed in some ditch unto Cowhurne Dreane, and 
under the same to be conveyed in the like pipe or trough into any of his 
groundes neare unto his dwellinge howse or unto any the groundes of Wike- 
ham as is aforesaid Provided alwayes that the said Richard Evington and 
all other occupyers of Wikeham groundes shall at his & their proper costes 
& charges at all tyme & tymes hereafter uphold mainteyne repaire and kepe

therof or any other his tennauntes of the same upon payne of one hundrethe 
pound to be levyed of his or their goodes or cattelles land or tenementes to 
hir maiesties use. 

IT IS also ordred decreed and enacted by the said Commyssioners that it 
shall not be lawfull for any person or persons whatsoever to cutt upp or open 
or cause to be cutt up or opened any banckes or headinges adioyninge upon 
the groundes of the said Richard Evington belonginge to Wikeham to take 
from him the water so taken in through the said seabancke without the con- 
sent of the said Richard Evington or his assignes or without the consent of 
any other then occupyers of Wikeham aforesaid.

To the Woorshipfull and his very good freinds Mr Robt. Carre: Mr Rich. 
Ogle: Mr Thomas Lambarte: Mr William Rigdon: Mr Watson: Esquires: 
and others the Queenes Majesties Commissioners for the Sewars, within the 
parts of Hollande, Deliver this: 

In my hartiest wise I give me commended unto you, being very sorry that 
I dare not adventure to travell into Hollande, to be at the giving up of the 
verdicte: and for making of lawes for the performance of the said verdicte, 
_as shall be most conveniente both for our country, and yours: and for the 
drayning of Deeping Fen; which now is so sore surrounded, as is to the utter 
undoing of the inhabitants in St James Deeping, Markett Deeping, Weste 
Deeping, Tallington, Baston, and Langtofte: if that remedy therefore be not 
had; whereof I doubt not, but that you will have care for the reliefe of both 
the Countryes, to make such lawes as may doe them both [506.71] good: but 
truly our Kesteven men thinke, that if the inhabitants of Spalding and Pinch- 
beck may have theyr wills, the auntiant draynes which have beene made 
paste the tymes of any mans remembrance for dreyning of the said fens, are 
so misused by the inhabitants in Hollande: that they cannot have theyr 
course, as by the lawes of the sewars they ought to have: nor yett will not 
agree for the reformation thereof: 

First Starfen-goate, which by the Lawes of the Sewars, is an auntiant 
drayne, and ought to run three foote water above the soile of Gallow-goate: 
and that all purprestures in the said drayne to be plucked up, so as it should 
run at a certayne widenesse according to the lawes of the sewars: but as I 
am informed there are diverse bridges made upon the said drayne, betweene 
Starfen-goate, and Gallow-goate: whereby the drayne is greately straytened : 
and whereas by the lawes of the sewars, the inhabitants in Spalding and 
Pinchbeck, ought to make and erect theyr bankes on both sides of the said 
drayne, as the water out of the fen might passe by the said drayne to Gallow- 
goate: and there to run three foote above the soile of the said goate: the 
drayne now is diked so deepe, that the water standeth at Gallow-goate, above 
two foote under the soile of the same contrary to the lawe: and the bankes of 
both sides be so abated, as the water cannot run one foote above the soile of 
Gallow-goate, but that it must needes overflow the bankes, as I am informed: 
which is to be reformed by you, according to the auntiant Lawes, or else 
there can no water passe that way, as it ought to doe, which if it be not re- 
formed by your meanes; this country must be fayne to seeke some other 
remedy by such as are of higher authority, that may give such orders as may 
be beneficiall for both the Countryes: 

And also whereas lawes were made about xxty yeares past or more, for the 
making of the goates, of Old Holme, and New Holme: and the goates to be 
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shutt to keepe out the salt water out of the fen, which then did flowe of a 
good height much above those goates: and also Symkin Dam, and other 
draynes, that fell out of Welland, were by that lawe stopped up, to the ende 
the salt water should not come into the fen: now the sea is so gone from us, 
as it is confessed by the inhabitants of Spalding, that the sea doth not flowe 
except it be twice by the yeare, not to the windmill: wherefore our country 
men, thinke it most conveniente, that the goates of Old Holme, and New 
Holme to be taken away: and also that a new jetty be made in the banke, 
betweene the said goates and Spalding, for the waters of the fen to fall into 
Welland: and also some other jettyes to be made in some other of the most 
aptest places of the said banke, for the more speedy passage for the water out 
of the fen into Welland: to the amendment of theyr outfall, and more speedy 
drayning of the fen: which is not onely agreed unto by the jurors in the high 
country, but also by the moste of your countrye, saving a few persons as is 
sayed: what they meane by it, God knoweth, I doe not.

And also where there is five principall draynes, to carry the water which 
falleth into the fen, from the high country: from Baston, Langtofte, Markett 
Deeping, and St James Deeping, to Crosse-Lake: and so likewise in the said 
fen is five other auntiant draynes to [506.72] carry the water in the said fens 
from Crosse-Lake to Starfen-Goate, Westloade, Old Holme, New Holme 
and other the outfalls into Wellande: and are now so straitned and landed 
for fault of diking and scowring according to the lawes, as that they be almost 
in many places landed, so as the water can have no course to fall into Wel- 
lande: and also be so streitned with the weares, made parte by the inhabitants 
in Kesteven, but cheifely by the inhabitantes in Holland; so as where the 
draynes should be kepte xij foote wide at the leaste; in many places they are 
straitned by the said weares to lesse then viij foote wide: and that, that woorse 
is, they that have the said weares, doe overlay the said draynes with greate 
harfes, to bring the fish to theyr weares, so as the water can not passe, nor 
yet hardly boates can passe by the said draynes by occasion of the overlaying 
with harfes, as Mr Armyn and I saw our selves in our passage to Spalding 
and our returne from thence againe, which faults if they be not reformed, 
the fen can never be dreyned, but shall remayne drowned, to the undoing 
of the commoners in the said fen: 

When you shall agree upon lawes to be made for the reformation of these 
faults, and for the perfecting of these draynes, and maynteyning thereof: if 
you doe not appointe good officers, as surveyors, and dikereeves, to peruse 
such faults as shall be committed eyther on your parte, or on our parte: and 
such as will take paynes to peruse and veiwe the draynes which are to be 
kepte and maynteyned, aswell by your country men, as by ours: and they to 
have authority, not onely to veiwe, but also when they shall finde any fault, 
eyther on Kesteven side, or on Holland side in not diking and harfing of the 
said draynes, or by overlaying them with harfes, or by streightning of the 
said draynes by weares, or in not performing that which by the lawes they 
are charged to doe: to take notice of it so as it may be amended, or else the 
lawes shall be of none effecte: and also it is to be ordered, that the said sur- 
vayors or dikereeves, or any one of them, first to give warning to the party 
offending in the breach of any law or ordinance, and they to amend such 
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faults within ten or twelve dayes after such warning given: and if the faults 
be not within that tyme amended, then the survayor or dikereeve to hire 
woorkemen to amende the same, and for theyr charges in so doing, to be 
lawfull for them to distreyne the goods of them that shall so offende: and the 
distresse being taken and kept by the space of one whole day, then to be 
prized and sold: and the survayor to take the money thereof to pay his 
charges and the workefolke: and the overplus to be repayed to the owner of 
the distresse taken: without such streight order be taken, there will be no 
reformation: 

And because it is very necessary, that there may be such men appointed 
to be surveyors and dikereeves, as will take paynes therein to performe theyr 
duty according to theyr oath, I thinke it convenient to have in every towne 
one or two speciall men: to be nominated to be survayors in every towne, 
commoners in [506.73] the fens: both for the maintenance of the rivers, and 
other small draynes according to the lawes of the sewars: Wherefore I have 
thought good to nominate unto you such men, as I thinke meetest, to be 
_ Survayors in every towne within those parts, as I truste you will doe for 
Hollande, and for that the inhabitants of 'Thurtby are to maynteyne the 
banking and scowring of the moiety of the water of Gleane: and Baston and 
Langtofte is charged with the banking and scowring of the other moity on 
the south side from Cate-Bridge to the Easte Coate: I thinke William Har- 
wood, and Robt. Eldred for 'Thurlby: and John Hudde for Obthorpe and 
Wilstrop: and Richard Loyde for Tedforde Hall: and John Harebottell for 
Baston: and for Langtofte, William Beavor, and John Fairfax: and for 
Markett Deeping Mr Thomas Wake, and Alexander Hudson: for St James 
Deeping John Tighe, and William Wayte: and for Uffington John Stoyett, 
and Salomon Waters: to be meete men for surveyors for these parts: I doe 
appointe the moore surveyors, to the ende they may agree amongst them- 
selves, that a couple of them at the leaste, twice in one month to travell into 
the fens, aswell into your side, as of ours, to peruse what faults there shall be 
in eyther of these parts: and thereupon to give warning unto them that ought 
to amend the same or else, they, for fault of doing thereof, to performe theyr 
dutyes : not doubting but that you will give order to your surveyors and dike- 
reeves to doe the like: which being well executed, I truste will turne to a 
greate benefitt to both our countryes: also it is very convenient, that it may 
be sett downe by lawe of sewars, what every survayor and dikereeve shall 
have by the day, when they shall travell in the executing of the sayed 
lawes: 

Our country desireth, that there be no jetty cutt out of the banke, neyther 
on the south side of the river of Gleane, nor yett on the banke on the north 
side of the said river: nor yett out of the banke of the north side of the river 
of Weyland, without the consente of i1ij°* Commissioners for the Sewars, 
whereof two to be of the quorum: upon payne of V", to be levyed of them, 
that shall offende to the contrary: 

I having a good will to doe as much, as in me is, eyther to benefitt your 
country, or ours: hath caused me to write thus much unto you, for the re- 
formation of such things as by me, and others is thought conveniente: which 
I truste you will take in good parte. I minde on Moonday next, God willing, 
to goe towards London, if I have not worde from them this weeke to the 
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contrary. It would be very conveniente that a Sessions for the Sewars might 
be appointed for both the countryes, to be kepte at Deeping or Burne, where 
the Commissioners of these parts might accompany you, to agree upon such 
lawes as should be necessary for both the countryes: thus I bid you most 
hartily farewell: From Gretfoorth the xixth of February 1588: your very 
freinde Edmond Hall.

not men specially appointed in Kesteven already, that then upon the sight 
hereof, such others as shall be thought meete and conveniente in these parts 
presently to be nominated, to joyne with such as be appoynted in your 
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country, to be surveyors there: to the ende all things may be done to the good 
contentment of both the countryes: which premises being performed I truste 
the woorke shall be soone made an ende of, to the benefitt of both the coun- 
tryes, which God graunt: and thus I bid you farewell: written from Grett- 
forth this xxvijth day of May 1589.

I commende me unto you: I have receyved your letter, as [506.75] also a 
coppy of the lawe made at Spalding: and likewise the coppy of the lawe made 
at Wisbeech, for the diking of Wellande: by the which lawe you have charged 
the commoners of Kesteven side with threescore and six pounds thirteene 
shillings and fower pence: and the commoners of Holland side but with 
_ threescore pounds: which we thinke not indifferent, and therefore we cannot 
agree thereunto: but we are content to be contributors indifferently with 
you of Holland, as we have beene accustomed; and otherwise we will not be 
charged, contrary to the olde accustomed order: and we have rated the 
townes in these parts ,what every one shall pay, to make up the summe of 
threescors pounds: which shall be collected with expedition: and as the 
townes be rated, hereafter shall appeare unto you: 

And also there is nominated within these parts, them whose names here- 
after inseweth, to be surveyors and expenditors in this woorke, to joyne with 
yours in those parts, to see each woorke well and perfectly done and to take 
a reckoning with your men, how the money shall be imployed: and for that, 
the water must be stayed for the diking of the river of Welland, there must 
be a damme made, at Spalding Bridge; or at some other place: where it shall 
be thought most conveniente, before the woorke for the diking of the said 
river can goe in hande: therefore it is very needefull, that a day may be 
appointed, that both the Commissioners of Holland and Kesteven, doe meete 
at Spalding some day this weeke if it may be possible: therefore it were well 
done, that you should give notice to the Commissioners in Hollande, to 
appoint a day for our meeting at Spalding; which agreed of, and notice given, 
to Mr Francis Harrington, Mr Armyn, and Mr Lacye, and others that be in 
commission in these parts, I shall be willing to accompany them to Spalding 
at the tyme appointed, not onely to give order for the making of the damme 
for staying of the water for the tyme the river shall be in diking: but also to 
give order, in what sorte, by whome, and in what manner the river shall be 
diked. 

And, because you are desirous to have the opinion of Bradley in doing of 
the same: J doe like you should so have, in that he is a man of understanding, 
and hath a good experience in such woorkes; therefore you shall doe well, 
to intreate him to be at Spalding at the tyme that shall be agreed of for our 
meeting: but I feare me, there is such a charge layed upon him for the diking 
of a river from Murrowe to the fower goates in Cambridgeshire: as also for 
the making of a sluce at the horse shoe neare Wisbeech, as I thinke he shall 
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scant have leasure to come to Spalding: yet notwithstanding you shall doe 
well to proove him: I pray you let us heare from you with as much speede as 
you possibly may: and thus I bid you hartily [506.76] farewell: written from 
Greatford this second of June 1589: Your very freinde, Edmonde Hall.

Mr Carre, and others, with my selfe, who as you [506.78] knowe was 
appointed to meete before Auguste, have accordingly entred into the con- 
sideration of the cause directed: and have given some directions to Mr Brad- 
ley and Mr Hexam, and have appointed to meete agayne the sixth of Auguste:

The Commissioners 30° Augusti 1592. 

To the Right Honble. theyr very good Lorde, William Lord Burleigh, 
Lord High Treasurer of England, give these. 

May it please your Honble. good Lordship, that whereas in the yeare laste, 
we were humble suitors unto your good Lordship, to have had five hundred 
pounds allowed by Her Majestie for the diking of the river of Welland from 
Peck-Bridge in Spalding to White-House: which is five miles distance, and 
to be performed by Her Majestie in respect of her monastreyes of Spalding 
and Croyland: and it pleased your Lordship to direct a warrant unto Mr 
Moore her highnesse receiver generall for the county of Lincoln to pay 100" 
towards the perfecting of the said woorke: which was receaved, and to very 
good purpose expended, by certayne officers by us appointed; whose ac- 
compts we have receaved, and have sent the same by this bearer the Clarke 
of the Sewars, for your Lordship, if it seeme with your good liking to peruse: 
the country hath founde greate benefitt by the last yeares woorke: but we 
doubt, that except it please your good Lordship to graunt us money to finish 
the reste of the woorke (which is almost fower miles, and will hardly be per- 
formed with 300") that both the 100" already expended for her Majestie and 
200" which was expended by the country the yeare before in the said river 
will be all lost: by reason that the fresh-waters, which come from Stamforde, 
and should have theyr passage through the said river by Spalding to the sea, 
whereby the outfall might be maynteyned, are so hindred by the landing of 
the river in the parts aforesaid, that the said waters have theyr course through 
the river of Neane, and so by Wisbeech to the sea; to the greate losse and 
hinderance of all her Majesties tenants in the parts of Holland and Kesteven 
commoners in Deeping Fen: besides we heare the river of Neane, from a 
place called No-Mans-Lands-Ende unto the outfall of the same by Wis- 
beech, is intended presently to be diked, by the inhabitants of the Isle of 
Ely, and parte of Hollande: wherewith if they goe forwarde before this be 
finished, the whole river is like to be decayed to the utter undoing of many 
Her Majesties poore tenants and subiects inhabiting in both the said parts, 
and commoners in the said fen: and for that we are loath to loose the oppor- 
tunity of this yeare, wherein by meanes of the drought, much more may be 
done with that mony then at any other tyme: the necessity of this service 
being so importunate, and in regarde of the whole estate of the countrye, 
we are inforced the rather, to become suitors unto your good Lordship 
agayne, that 300" moore may be allowed, towarde the perfecting of the said 
woorke, being more then three miles in length: and so not doubting of your 
honble. favor [506.79] herein, and your greate care of your countryes good: 
we humbly take our leaves: Boston the 30th of August 1592: your Lordships 
alwayes to use: Hen. Lincolne: Fr: Willoughbee: Fr: Copuldike: Bartho- 
lomew Armyn: William Heneage: Charles Dimooke: Andrew Gedney: 
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Edmond Hall: Nich. Saunderson: William Welby: Rich. Ogle: Tho. Lam- 
barte: William Lacye: James Cleypoole: William Rigdon: Robt. Harring- 
ton: Matthew Robinson.

1Whereas there hath bene already a law made for the better dreyning of 
the West Fen in time of great overflowing by the inlarging and setting lower 
of a goate called the New Goate which for ordinary times is sufficiente 
enough as it now is without charging the townes of Boston and Skirbecke with 
the takeing up or medling therewith and for that the benefitt of the inlarging 
and altering of the same reacheth to the soake of Bollingbroke and townes of 
Holland as by the reasons sett downe in the said law appeareth And that the 
said law was grounded upon the presentment peticon and request of the said 
contry of Holland in the presence of the contryes and comissions of both 
sides by assent ‘That for this time onely the said soake of Bollingbroke and 
townes of Holland should beare the one moity of the charge of the new set- 
ting of the said goate And the whole for ever after to remaine upon Boston 
and Skirbecke: for that we are informed that the said townes of Holland and 
Bollingbroke have not yet paid any money towards the same (either of wil- 
fulnes or negligence) whereby the worke being now in hand is like to be lost 
And the law well made to good purpose utterly frustrate and the money and 
charge imposed upon Boston and Skirbecke vaynely and wastfully spent for 
the remedy thereof we have first thought it good to admonish yow and gently 
to require yow: that as the first cause proceeded from yourselves and was 
benevolently yealded unto by yow so it may be speedily collected and paid 
over unto those who have the oversight of the worke for the speedy dispatch 
thereof least otherwise yow be compelled to levy the same by greater ex- 
tremity according to the lawes of sewers And if ther be any thing which 
yow desire to have done for the security of your contry to impose the charge 
for ever after upon the townes of Boston and Skirbeck that yow doe preferre 
the same at the next sessions of sewers wherein yow shall have therefore 
done what soever may by yow devised And soe we leave yow to the con- 
sideracon hereof
